The House kept working S at­ 
urday night until 7:38 and the 
Senate until 10:45, but neither 
cleared the way for adjournm ent 
in advance of the July 31 dead­ 
line set up in the 1946 R eorgani­ 
zation Act.

Three key m easures tied up in

The housing bill, vital to con­ 
tinuance of boom conditions in the 
nation’s home - building industry, 
m ay well be the biggest hurdle to 
adjournm ent tonight. 
Eisenhow er asked 
for 
35,000 
new public housing units in each 
of the next two years. The Sen­ 
ate upped this figure steeply to 
135,000 units a year for the next 
four years, but the House elim ­ 
inated all public housing from 
the m easure.

fered to com prom ise on 50,000 un­ 
its for one year. But the House 
group refused to accept this, hold­ 
ing out for no m ore than the' 70,000 
units over a two-year period ask­ 
ed by the President.

Ohio's Care O f Youths 
Said O f Poor Caliber 


COLUMBUS (J*)—An Ohio State 
University group took a long look 
at how the state is caring for its 
bad boys and girls, decided there’s 
much room for im provem ent. 
The group, headed by Dr. H. 
Ashley Weeks, worked l l months 
on the project and submitted a 
500-page report to Dr. John D. 
Porterfield, director of the De­ 
partment of Mental Hygiene and 
Correction. 
The study included 
questioning 
state employes who work with de­ 
linquent youth, the inm ates them ­ 
selves and visits to out-of-state in­ 
stitutions. 
It was not m eant as an investi­ 
gation. The report said, “To the 
contrary, we have sought to be 
helpful and supportive.” 
It was a survey of w hat is being 
done for and what could be done 
for “ im m ature, 
frustrated, 
hos­ 
tile, insecure and badly frightened 
boys and girls.” 
Every year more than 1,000 of 
them become delinquent enough to 
be sent to the 
Boys 
Industrial 
School at Lancaster, the Girls In­ 
dustrial School at Delaware, or the 
Juvenile Diagnostic C enter in Co­ 
lumbus.

WASHINGTON un—Private phy 
sicians and public health agencies 
will sta rt getting Salk polio vac­ 
cine this month for inoculation of 
children 5-9 years of age. 
The Public Health Service an­ 
nounced it has allocated enough 
for 846,000 shots. That amount 
will become available as soon 
as individual states report how 
much is to go to health agen­ 
cies and how much to 
physic­ 
ians. 
More vaccine will be apportioned 
as it is cleared for use. 
The distribution is the first un­ 
der the 
departm ent’s 
voluntary 
program for placing the vaccine 
w'here it is most needed. Except 
for lim ited supplies which moved 
into com m ercial channels last Ap­ 
ril. The vaccine is the first to go to 
private physicians. 
The National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis has received al­ 
m ost all the vaccine m anufactured 


to date for use in its free im m uni­ 
zation of first 
and 
second-grade 
schoolchildren. It reported Satur­ 
day its current needs have been 
m et, although it said three million 
cubic centim eters more 
will 
be 
necessary to complete its program 
this fall. 
Apportionm ent to the states was 
based on the num ber of children 
each has in the 5-9-year age group 
not included in the free vaccina­ 
tion program . 
That age group is most suscep­ 
tible lo the disease. O lder and 
younger children 
will 
become 
eligible later when m ore vaccine 
is available. 
Each state governor has desig­ 
nated officials to oversee the dis­ 
tribution of vaccine. State and lo­ 
cal medical societies also are ex­ 
pected to see that physicians lim it 
the inoculations to children in the 
age priority groups.

RISING HORIZON 
IN THE grades of the local schools to­ 
day are pupils with the capacity to become 
atomic scientists and 
technicians. 
They 
will be missing a bet in the field of future 
occupational weal if they are not encour­ 
aged to prepare them selves for this rising 
horizon. 
Before 1960 private business and organiz­ 
ations will have spent an estkriated $300 
million for 
experimentation 
to 
develop 
com m ercial products and power. After ten 
years several billion dollars will have been 
invested in atomic reactors. Before then 
the m anufacture of equipment to im ple­ 
m ent atomic energy m ay have become big 
bussiness. Raw m aterials valued at $400 
million a year will be needed. 
There are today less than 20,000 scient­ 
ists engaged in atom ic research, largely 
under 
governm ent 
direction. 
By 1965 
there will need to be 40,000 scientists and 
engineers as technicians in a burgeoning 
industry. 
It requires little imagination to foresee 
the rew ards in store for those who have 
acquired the skills for participation in a t­ 
omic fields. A m erica never does things by 
halves. The way it steps on the gas when 
affairs begin rolling in this new field of 
energy will be som ething to behold. And 
youths still in their tender years will be 
fortunate if they act on their native ability 
to cope with the challenge. 


ON THE UPGRADE 
SECRETARY of A griculture Benson has 
confirmed plans to im plem ent a program 
of price support discounts on low-quality 
w heat. On the basis of initial reports, the 
p rog ram gives official sanction at last to 
a contention, long expressed in the w heat 
country, that federal supports should dif­ 
ferentiate between the milling qualities of 
wheat. 
Em phasis of discounting will fall initial­ 
ly on poor milling varieties which w i l l 
presum ably be propped at a price suffi­ 
ciently under the support level to discour­ 
age continued production. Wheat of t h i s 
type impounded by the governm ent under 
the support program would be earm arked 
for livestock feed, instead of being mixed 
with better varieties as previously. 
Few growers, it is predicted, will long 
continue to seed their limited acreage to 
low-income grain. A discount program , re­ 
gardless of how m odest in scope at its be­ 
ginning, should alert grow ers to the advis­ 
ability of producing m ore desirable milling 
quality wheat. Such w heat com m ands a 
prem ium price on the m arket and would 
be less burdensome to the governm ent’s 
surplus hoard. 
The nation’s wheat grow ers have again 
acceded to quanity controls. By introduc­ 
ing quality controls, Secretary B e n s o n 
hopes to upgrade their crop and hence the 
price they get for it. 


THE PROD IS ON 
WITH STRIKES in the largest segm ents 
of the automobile industry avoided, produc­ 
tion will C9ntinue in such volume that 1955 
m ay chalk up the largest automobile out­ 
put on record. 
During the first five months of this year 
the industry produced 47 per cent more 
cars than in the com parable period of last 
year. It is reasonable to suppose that the 
1950 record of 6.6 million cars will be sur­ 
passed. 
The prospect will certainly put a prod 
on the road builders. At the end of last 
y£ar there were 58 million motor vehicles 
owned and operated by the public. Old 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


The case of Harold Talbott, Secretary of 
the Air Force, raises the issue of conflict 
of interest. If the Administration is to re­ 
cruit men of talent to m anage the various 
departm ents of governm ent, the area for 
recruitm ent is likely to be limited to men 
who have proved their abilities and capac­ 
ities in some phases of private business, 
except in such fields where scientific and 
academ ic disciplines are desired. 
The m an who succeeds in m anagem ent 
in private business is likely to own shares 
of stock in various companies, to have 
some money in the bank, to own a home, 
to be engaged in partnerships, or to be the 
propritetor of a business. It is now requir­ 
ed of such m en that they divest them sel­ 
ves of some of these interests when there 
is a possibility, im m ediate or remote, of 
a conflict between their private affairs and 
their position in governm ent. The sacrifice 
is so great that few are willing to m ake 
it. 
The critic of the successful rrtan asks: 
‘How much money does a m an need?” 
The only one who can answ er that ques­ 
tion is the m an who is being asked to give 
up what it has taken him a life-time to 
accumulate. If he does not choose to m ake 
the sacrifice, the G overnm ent has to do 
without his services. The question then is: 
Does the G overnm ent require his'particul- 
ar type of talent? 
The law prevents the Administration 
from doing what private business can do. 
For instance, President Eisenhower can­ 
not go to a com petent m anager, say like 
Charles Wilson or Harold Talbott, and say 
to him: ‘‘On w hat term s will you m anage 
a departm ent of governm ent?” The law 
limits the salaries of officials; it takes into 
consideration no obvious facts, such as fix­ 
ed com m itm ents for rent, insurance , and 
other contracts; it does not ask what pen­ 
sion arrangem ents are to be sacrificed. It 
only says, ‘‘This is the job; this is the pay.” 
Some m en like honor and power and 
take these jobs. Some believe that when 
the Governm ent calls, they should answer. 
Some m en find very quickly that they can­ 
not m ake ends meet, what with the neces­ 
sity for two homes and the enormous addi­ 
tional expense of public life. 
In the Eisenhower Administration there 
has been an extraordinary turnover on the 
secohd level because men have been un­ 
able to continue to work for the Govern­ 
m ent as m uch as they should like to. This 
is a m atter of personal decision and no 
other person can sit in judgm ent 
of a 
m a n ’s requirem ents. 
G overnm ent operations have become so 
complex that expert m an ag ers are essen­ 
tial in a num ber of positions. For instance, 
Harold Talbott’s job is one that dem ands 
proved m anagerial skill and a great know­ 
ledge of m anufacturing processes. It will 
not serve the United States if in Talbott’s 
place were to go a ward-heeling politician 
who does not know how an airplane is 
constructed or w hat an electron does. 
Younger law yers m ight gain their experi­ 
ence at public expense in the D epartm ent 
of Justice, but such men cannot serve on 
the Atomic Energy Commission or in the 
technical phases of the Pentagon. 
The eternal politician knows by his type 
of experience how to avoid pitfalls which 
to the business m an are not pitfalls* at all. 
Harold Talbott, for instance, would never 
have thought that writing such letters as 
got him into trouble would present any 
problem of conflict of interest as, indeed, 
there is none.

Our monthly report on medical 
advances today includes the fol­ 
lowing: Clistln Maleate, a new 
antihistaminic agent with little 
side effect. This drug is reported 
effective in alleviating symptoms 
of allergic rhinitis, uticarla and 
other allergies. 
Reporting in a recent issue of 
the Journal of Allergy, three 
Toledo doctors, Henry D. Beale, 
Frank F. A. Rawlins and K&rl D. 
Figley, said oral administration 
of Clistin Maleate usually pro­ 
vides action against symptoms 
within 30 minutes to one hour. 
Duration of the action is about 
four hours. 
Most common side effects, ac­ 
cording to tests, Is drowsiness, 
but only a small number of pa­ 
tients reported even moderate 
sedation. 
Heart Stimulant 
University of Chicago medical 
scientists have determined that 
the heart stimulant, digitoxin, 
can be given safely to pregnant 
women without being transmitted 
in large doses to their unborn 
children. 
Small Risk 
P ast stu d ies with an im als 
raised a serious question as to 
whether digitoxin could be ad­ 


ministered to humans without 
damaging effects on unborn chil­ 
dren. But experiments, in which 
doses of radiodigitoxin were given 
to women whose pregnancy had 
to be surgically terminated for 
medical reasons, showed the drug 
may be given to pregnant heart 
patients without running undue 
risks. 
On Trial Baals 
Pitressin Tann&te in Oil has 
been used on a trial basis to con­ 
trol gastrointestinal bleeding. Dr. 
R. C. Moehlig reports in the Har­ 
per Hospital Bulletin that two 
cc. were administered Intramus­ 
cularly each day. 
While waiting for the slower 
acting Pitressin Tannate in Oil 
to take effect, one cc. of aqueous 
posterior pituitary extract was 
injected the first day.

JEROME, Aril.—By all rights, this mountain-hung mining commun­ 
ity should be an empty ghost town, dead and forgotten. However, 
It isn’t. 
Jerome’s billion-dollar copper mines were worked out four years 
ago. Stilt-supported homes and stores, clinging precariously to the 
high cliff, have been abandoned and boarded up. A landslide is tearing 
away the heart of Jerome, inch by inch. 
Not too long ago, this city on a sheer mountainside was a rich and 
busy boomtown of 25,000 people. Now, only a few hundred live here. 
The survivors know Jerome is doomed to be without industry, busi­ 
ness, or population. However, they’re not moving out, because they’ve 
found a new and prosperous future: it’s good business to be a ghost 
town. 
Jerome is haunted by a century of important western iiistory—a 
roaring past that fires tourist im­ 
aginations. 
The 
strange, 
high- 
strung community itself is enough 
to stop travelers. So, more stub­ 
born residents have hit on a novel 
idea: why not turn Jerome into 
one big museum of yesterday’s 
hard-bitten west? 
The idea came during a public 
meeting 18 months ago. The crum­ 
bling town’s 327 people voted for 
a last-ditch attempt to save dying 
Jerome by establishing themselves 
as "a society dedicated to preser­ 
vation of a town vitally significant 
to western history.” Then every­ 
one pitched in to put the ghost 
city on a paying basis. 


FHI ST, the long-forgotten and 
musty Fashion saloon, one of 42 
" d r i n k i n g 
emporiums" 
when 
Jerome was a wild mining camp 
of the 1860s, was unboarded and 
converted to a museum. 
While women painted the bullet- 
pocked walls, men combed the 
town for relics of bygone heydays. 


They struck a large bonanza of 
historic treasures. 
Early Indian and Spanish tools 
proved Jerome mines to be "the 
oldest 
copper 
diggings 
in 
the 
United States." A yellowed deed 
showed the mountain of ore was 
once "the richest in the world, 
owned by one man."

THE FIKSX INGOT of copper 
smelted in the west was found. 
Sixguns carried by notorious Pan­ 
cho Villa were identified. Villa went 
in hiding in Jerome after some of 
his famous Mexican exploits. 
A saddle that belonged to the 
celebrated “Rawhide” Jim Doug­ 
las was discovered. Douglas took 
millions from the mines, then re­ 
nounced his American citizenship 
and moved to Canada when Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt ran for a third presi­ 
dential term in 1940. 
These relics, along with frontiez 
mining implements, old donkey ore

cars, the west’s first “pot smelter," 
old paintings, faded tintypes, went 
on display in the converted saloon. 
In a few weeks, hundreds of tour­ 
ists were not only stopping in 
Jerome, but spending the whole 
day to roam through the unique 
museum. 
It was only the beginning of 
Jerome's odd business boom. Now, 
an ornate gambling hall has been 
restored,

funeral parlor has the wax “body" 
of a badman in the window. Two 
rustic cafes advertise "spookburg- 
ers from fresh-shot steers.”

made earth satellites on aircraft- 
atomic stocks. 
Steel earnings have been impres­ 
sive. Several of them have been 
all-time record highs. Thy may 
explain how the union was able to 
get a

boost with 
scarcely more than a token strike. 
Reports that order backlogs are 
high and ou|put is continuing at or 
near capacity rates may explain 
how the companies were able to 
raise the price of steel without run­ 
ning into resistance from the cus­ 
tomers, who seem mostly interest­ 
ed in pressing for quicker de­ 
liveries. 
The first 34 iron and steel com­ 
panies to report their net profit 
after taxes for the first half of the 
year show an average gain over a 
year ago of 73 per cent. The first 
six months of 1954, however, was 
a slow period for the steel indus- 
a slow period for the steel indus­ 
try, which felt the recession more 
than business as a whole. 
Combined, the 34 companies had 
profits of $282,535,797 in that re­ 
cession period, but this year raised 
(he total to $487,754,959. 
The biggest of them, U. S. Steel, 
shows a 90 per cent gain in profits; 
Bethlehem, the second, 41 per cent; 
and Republic, 66 per cent. 
Pittsburgh Steel’s profits went 
from $318,000 in the first half of 
1954 to $2,574,000 in the first half 
of this year.

* SCARSDALE, N. V.—Scarsdale citizens believe they have solved 
the problem of youth restlessness—with a community Teen-Age thea­ 
ter. Its success has attracted interest throughout America. 
The Teen-Age theater developed into a success story because the 
idea stemmed from the young people themselves. There was no adult 
pPtasure. This phase is considered important by educators in the 
.Scarsdale school system, rated as one of the best in the country. 
The teen-age group is eager to be part of the adult world, but finds 
itself handicapped by adults who continue to treat them as children, 
school officials say. A sense of futility harasses youth of this age as 
they seek the path to their future. 
In bringing about the Teen-Age 
theater, the young folk had a fac­ 
tor in their favor. They had the 
services of a professionally-trained 
director. He is one of the regular 
instructors of the school system, 
citizens consider his salary 
well-spent.

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Southern Wing Section Recommended For Berger Hospital 


Administrator's 
Review Outlines 
Urgent Needs 


Demands This Year 
Have Required 
Maximum Facilities 


Berger Hospital administrator 
Tom Curtis, in a recent talk be­ 
fore the Circleville Rotary Club, 
outlined the story of the local 
hospital, its past and present de­ 
velopment and the needs now 
evident to keep it abreast of mo­ 
dern times. 
In three sections, The Herald 
has published the highlights of 
his talk. Today’s final section, 
the most important of the three, 
deals with the hospital’s future. 
Cutis 
concluded 
his 
Rotary 
talk as follows: 


During the first six months of 
this year we ran at IOO percent 
bed capacity, or very near that, 
most of the time. 
On occasion, operations had 
to be postponed until later date, 
or patients had to be sent into 
Columbus because there were no 
available beds. 
July, 
August, 
and 
September 
should prove to be slack months. 
Beginning with October, 
t h e r e 
should be an increase in the de­ 
mand for patient beds. The peak 
of this demand will probably come 
in February, March, or April. 
Therefore, it has been highly re­ 
commended by the board of gov­ 
ernors and the physicians of Ber­ 
ger Hospital that 
an 
additional 
wing be added to the south end 
of the hospital, that the entire m a­ 
ternity section including the de­ 
livery and labor rooms, be situat­ 
ed in that new wing. And that the 
number of m aternity beds be in­ 
creased and that the medical-sur­ 
gical beds be extended into the 
present m aternity section and 
a 
part of the new wing to increase 
our over-all bed capacity by ap­ 
proximately 30 beds. 
• * * 
THE MAIN function of a hospital 
is to provide good 
medical 
and 
nursing care. One easy way exists 
for determining whether the serv­ 
ice it offers is adequate. Is the 


hospital approved by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals? 
If it is, it means that the hos­ 
pital facilities have been survey­ 
ed, and that an appraisal has been 
made of the quality of care given 
in the hospital, and that it has 
compiled with these standards as 
established by efforts of the Amer ­ 
ican Medical Association and the 
American Hospital Association. 
Some of the things checked by 
the joint commission are: 
THERE must be a proper or­ 
ganization of the 
medical 
staff, 
which must meet regularly to re­ 
view' all clinical work performed 
in the hospital. Also, there must 
be complete medical records, 
a 
low' percentage of deaths and un­ 
improved cases in relation to ad­ 
missions. 
All tissue removed during oper­ 
ation must be examined by a path­ 
ologist and 
his 
finds 
reviewed. 
There must be adequate space for 
each patient, no fire hazards, and 
an adequate nursing service to as­ 
sure that registered nurses are on 
duty around the clock, and many 
other requirements. 
* 
* 
* 
SOME OF THESE items have 
been taken care of, and many oth­ 
ers are in the process of being 
established. It is hoped that not 
too long a period will elapse be­ 
fore Berger Hospital can claim 
a right to have its name added 
to the accreditation list. 
We are in the midst of institu­ 
ting a perpetual inventory system 
which will take a great deal of 
the guess w’ork out of purchasing 
for the hospital. 150 to 200 business 
firms are now supplying the more 
than 3,000 items used. We try to 
maintain contracts with at least 
4 firms for each item, so that the 
lowest price may be obtained for 
the best material. 
While this requires a filing sys­ 
tem and some hours of tabulat­ 
ion, it is felt that many more 
dollars can be saved through this 
system than will be spent upon it. 
Several 
n e w 
air-conditioners 
have been purchased for patients 
rooms in the new wing and, if 
these prove to be satisfactory, all 
rooms in the wing will be air-con­ 
ditioned in an effort to combat the 
intense heat existing there at pre­ 
sent.
